White House among targets 
of sweeping cyber assault

WASHINGTON The powerful Internet attack that over- 
whelmed computers at U.S. and South Korean govern- 
ment agencies for days was even broader than initially 
realized, pestering the White House, the Pentagon and 
the NewTbrk Stock Exchange and shutting down other 
official Web sites. 

Targets of the most widespread cyber offensive of 
recent years also included the National Security Agency, 
Homeland Security Department and State Department, 
the Nasdaq stock market and The Washington Post, 
according to an early analysis of the malicious software 
used in the attacks. 

The cyber assault on the White House site had “abso- 
lutely no effect on the White House’s day-to-day opera- 
tions,” said spokesman Nick Shapiro. 

Preventative measures kept whitehouse.gov “stable 
and available to the general public,” Shapiro said, but 
Internet visitors from Asia may have experienced prob- 
lems. 

South Korean intelligence officials believe the attacks 
were carried out by North Korea or pro-Pyongyang forc- 
es, but many experts in cyber warfare said it was simply 
too early to know where the offensive originated. 

Many of the U.S. government targets appear to have 
successfully blunted the sustained computer assaults. 
But others, such as the Treasury Department, were 
knocked off-line at times. 

As of Tuesday night, Shapiro said, “all federal Web 
sites were back up and running.” 

Ed Donovan, a spokesman for the U.S. Secret Service, 


said the cyber attacks slowed access to the agency’s Web 
site, which operates on the same computer server as the 
Treasury But the Secret Service site remained in opera- 
tion despite the crippling effects of the cyber offensive, 
Donovan said. 

South Korea’s National Intelligence Service, the 
nation’s principal spy agency, told a group of South 
Korean lawmakers Wednesday it believes that North 
Korea or North Korean sympathizers in the South were 
behind the attacks, according to an aide to one of the 
lawmakers briefed on the information. 


Attacks on federal computer networks are common, 
ranging from nuisance hacking to more serious assaults, 
sometimes blamed on China. U.S. security officials also 
worry about cyber attacks from A1 Qaeda or other ter- 
rorists. 

The widespread attack was “loud and clumsy,” which 
suggests it was carried out by an unsophisticated organi- 
zation, said Amit Tbran, chief executive at NetWitness 
Corp. and the former U.S. government cybersecurity 
chief “This is not the elegance we would expect from 
sophisticated adversaries.”

Google vs. Microsoft showdown brewing

Google is working on a new operating system 
for inexpensive computers in a daring attempt to 
diminish Microsoft’s long-standing control over 
people’s computer experience. 

The new operating system, announced Tuesday 
night on Google’s Web site, will be based on the 
company’s 9 -month-old Web browser. Chrome. 
Google intends to rely on help from the com- 
munity of open-source programmers to develop 
the Chrome operating system, which is expected 
to begin running computers in the second half of 
2010. 

Google is designing the operating system primarily 
for “netbooks,” a lower-cost, less-powerful breed of 
laptop that is becoming increasingly popular among 


budget-conscious consumers primarily interested in 
surfing the Web. 

Google has already introduced an operating sys- 
tem for smart phones and other mobile devices, 
called Android, that vies against various other sys- 
tems, including ones made by Microsoft and Apple. 

Google is aiming for Microsoft’s financial jugular 
with the Chrome OS. 

Google’s chief executive, Eric Schmidt, and its 
co-founders, Larry Page and Sergey Brin, have not 
concealed their disdain for Windows. 

Schmidt maintains Microsoft sometimes unfairly 
rigs its operating system to limit consumer choic- 
es— something that Microsoft has consistently 
denied doing. Microsoft had no immediate com- 
ment Wednesday

MADIGAN SAYS NO 

ILLINOIS ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS SHE WON’T RUN FOR HIGHER OFFICE

Illinois Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan announced 
Wednesday that she’s running for re-election instead 
of seeking higher office, a surprise decision that dra- 
matically changes the landscape of the races for gov- 
ernor and Senate in a state that has seen both offices 
rocked by scandal. 

The well-connected daughter of powerful Illinois 
House Speaker Michael Madigan had been seen as a 
front-runner for either seat, encouraged by Democratic 
leaders all the way up to the White House. 

Madigan, a 42-year-old mother of two young daugh- 
ters, said she thought long and hard about running for 
a different office but decided she wanted to seek a 
third term as attorney general. 

‘At the end of the day, this is a decision that I made 
with my husband about what is best for us and our 
family and what is best for the state,” she said at a 
news conference. 

Her announcement is likely to set off a domino 
effect, as candidates from both parties were waiting 
for her decision before jumping into races for state-

wide office in 2010. 

At least one Republican thinks his party benefits 
from not having to worry about Madigan emerging as 
the Democratic nominee for governor next year. 

“With Lisa Madigan out of the race, it clearly 
makes this at least an even, if not a Republican-tilted, 
field,” state Sen. Kirk Dillard said Wednesday as he 
announced his campaign for governor. 

Next year’s election is wide open because the top 
two statewide elected offices up for grabs— governor 
and U.S. senator— are held by two Democrats who 
weren’t elected to those posts. 

Gov. Quinn inherited the job when he replaced 
former Gov. Rod Blagojevich, who was impeached 


and removed from office by lawmakers after his 
arrest on federal corruption charges, including alle- 
gations that he tried to sell off President Obama’s 
Senate seat. 

Blagojevich appointed Sen. Roland Burris to the 
seat before being kicked out of office. 

Burris’ tenure has been dogged by an ethics inves- 
tigation over his changing statements on whether he 
offered to raise money for Blagojevich prior to his 
appointment. 

Burris and Quinn haven’t formally announced their 
plans, but both have indicated they will run for full 
terms next year. 

With nearly $3.5 million in her campaign war chest 
at the end of last year, Madigan had the kind of name 
recognition and money to wage a top-tier campaign, 
two things that can scare off likely opponents. 

But she’s also a mother who has said she loves her 
current job. 

“Lisa Madigan made the right decision for our state 
and her family,” Sen. Dick Durbin said in a state- 
ment.

Revenge for this obscure musician and his 
band, it appears, was best served with a smile 
and a country twang. 

“This struck a chord with us,” said Robin 
Urbanski, spokeswoman for United. “We are in 
conversation with one another to make what 
happened right.” 

Carroll and other members of Sons of 
Maxwell were changing planes at O’Hare on 
March 31, 2008, when they heard another pas- 
senger exclaim, “My God, they’re throwing gui- 
tars out there,” Carroll said. 

They glanced out the window in time to see a 
ground worker toss a bass guitar, which survived 
intact. But Carroll discovered when he arrived 
in Omaha late that evening that the base of his 
$3,500 guitar had been smashed. 

The guitar was insured, covering the costs of 
a replacement. But Carroll also spent $1,200 in 
repairs for sentimental reasons— he had com- 
posed some of his favorite songs on it. 

Months later. United rejected his final offer 
to settle the costs with $1,200 in flight vouch- 
ers. Carroll said his anger had long since passed, 
and rather than fume, he decided to create. 

He’s been pleasantly surprised to see the 
video take off In fact, he’s even won praise from 
Urbanski, who said the parody was “excellent.”

A former chief of staff to ousted Gov Rod Blagojevich 
pleaded guilty 'Wednesday to taking part in a scheme to sell 
or trade President Obama’s Senate seat and vowed to testify 
at the ex-governor’s corruption trial. 

John Harris, 47, admitted in his signed plea agreement 
that he repeatedly talked with Blagojevich about how the 
then-governor could turn his power to name a successor to 
Obama to his own financial advantage — such as trading it for 
a high-paying job. 

Harris’s defense attorney, Terry Ekl, said he expects 
Blagojevich to go to trial on racketeering conspiracy charges 
and that his client would take the witness stand to outline 
what he knows about corruption in the administration. 

“I have never met a person who is going to be a better wit- 
ness than John Harris is going to be,” Ekl told reporters after 
his client pleaded guilty 

A spokesman for the US. attorney’s office, Randall 
Samborn, had no comment.

Two men also died this week after they were shot in June. June 
ended with 45 homicides, down from 52 murders in June 2008. 

Chicago police recorded 64 murders last July the deadliest month of 2008.

Stewart said he spoke to Busch on Tuesday 
and that the two NASCAR stars were on the 
“same page” following the accident that sent 
Busch to the infield care center and Stewart 
to Victory Lane in the final moments of the 
400 -mile race on Saturday night. 

Busch took the lead on the next-to-last 
lap and tried to fend off a hard-charging 
Stewart. He successfully blocked Stewart 
once, but when he tried to do it again 
Stewart hooked Busch’s right rear fender 
instead, sending Busch into the wall a few 
hundred yards from the finish. 


Stewart, the points leader heading 
into Saturday night’s race at Chicagoland 
Speedway, said it was important to clear the 
air with Busch as quickly as possible. 

“When something like that happens, you 
want to make sure that both guys are on the 
same page with what happened and we def- 
initely were,” Stewart said. “I mean, there 
was no question on either one of our parts 
of what happened.” 

Stewart knew Busch— one of the circuit’s 
most talented drivers— would do everything 
he could to hold on for the win. 

“Nobody in his position would have just 
stayed there and let somebody drive back by 
him,” Stewart said. “You’ve got to do some- 
thing, and he wasn’t trying to wreck us, he 
was just trying to make me slow down.”

When we saw a sign go up on Damen Avenue in late spring 
for a spot called Buckto\ra Soup 
CafCj we did a double-tiike, A place 
serving almost nothing but soup 
was going to open in the heat of 
a Chicago summer? The guy who 
hatched this plan, we thought, must 
be nuts. 

But I^ino Agudo, the man behind 
the neighborhood soup operation, 
actually seems ejuite sane, He^s a former attorney who loved 
the law but yearned for “a more zen lii'e.” He also had the 
wherewithal to come up with an iUterruite pUm— that plan 
being, of course, soup. As ibr the ri ming? Any other summer 
wc might have a case for insanity But after yet another unsea- 
sonably chilly week, weVe thinking mayt>e Agudo knew some- 
thing the rest of us didii't. Well never know ibr sure if tlie 
guy^s got a sixth sense for predicting wacky weather trends, 
but we do know that on a recent 60-degree July evening, his 
rich, silky (and surprisingly both dairy- and shcny^-frcc) lob- 
ster bisque ($7,50, S8.90) was exactly what we were craving. 
Like the rest of Agudo's soups— about 90 in all, nine of 
which are featmed on any given day— the bisque is available 
in two sizes (r2-ounce and r6-ounce) and comes with sesame 
and sunflower seed-encrusted wholegrain bread from Red 
Hen Bread. Save for die bread, pre-packaged cookies from

local puiveyor Butter Bella and some bottled drinks, soup is 
the only offering at the little counter- service cafe. 

This week, die cvcr-changing white board that hangs 
on the wall above the register has included tomato-basil 
bisque ($6.2 j, $7.10), chicken and corn chowder {Sj.jo, 
$6.55), and chicken and chccsc enchilada ($6.25, S7.25). 
There’s also been chicken tortilla ($7,25, $ 6 . 1 ^), a zesty bowl 
brimming with deep, slow-burning spices, Kickin’ Crab 
(S7.90, $8,90), a crabmeat and sweet corn blend that 
gwes that lobster bisque some serious competition, and 
plcniy' more. 

As a budget option, soup is hard 
to beat. It’s filling. It’s relatively 
healthful. And as Bucktown Soup 
Cafe’s lengthy list of possible offer- 
ings proves, there’s almost endless 
variety— including, lest we forger, 
cold soups like gazpacho and vichys- 
soise, Agudo’s still tweaking the 
recipes on the chilled varieties, but 
he assures 11s they’l! be along just 
as soon as he gets them right Just 
in time for the ilrst snovTall, no 
doubt.

'VeSj the Black Tyed Peas' Gotta Peelin' ” and “Boom Boom Pow-" 
currently hold the Nos. i and 2 spots on the BdlboardTop 100. Lady 
Gaga's “Poker Face” and “Love (.Tame” are staples on the nightclub 
circuit. And Pitbull's “1 Know You Want Me (Callc Ocho)" has that 
T.atin vibe that gets booties shaking. 

But remember the summer of 2006, when everyone lost their 
minds for Gmirls Barkle/s “Crazy^? Dare we recall summer 2007 and 
Rihanna's inescapable “Umbrella”? Conld Kid Rock have written a 
more delLbcrate summer anthem than last year's ^All Summer Long”? 

To RedEye's ears, this summer hasn't quite gotten into the groove, 
hasn't quite ibund the “new definition of summer macbess” diat DJ 
Jazzy Jeff and the Fresh Prince's “Summertime” offered back in the 
day 

Perhaps the bum economy has stifled the celebratory summer 
mood. “T don't think people are writing a whole lot of party jams right 
now,” said Qioi (loi.i-FM) midday liost Electra, whose real name is 
Christine Paw-lak. “It's not iill Tip up your cup and throw your hands 


up' and get all Mon tel Jordan," 

(Tr maybe there are too many great summer hits, keeping one from 
dominating the airwaves, 

“1 think there are just so many choices,” said Sean Ross, vice presi- 
dent of music and programming for Edison Research, a New- Jersey- 
based market research firm, 

Ross ibr the past several years has handicapped the song of summer 
just before Memorial Day, releasing a list of about a dozen possible 
contenders. He declares a w-inner just before I^bor Day The criteria: 
The song has to be up-tempo, breezy and fun, endure through the 
bulk of the summer and be bigger in summer than in spring. 

Looking back on his Memorial Day picks, Ross said he's surprised 
Kristinia DeB^uge's “Goodbye" hasn't had as big an impact as he 
anticipated TTe's pleasantly surprised at the booming popularity of 
Kings of Leon's ^TJsc Somebody:” 

Ross' prediction for this yean “It's easier to declare an artist of the 
summer, who would be Lady Gaga,” he said. 

Of course, the summer song is in the ear of the beholder. At WCTCT, 
program director Kris KcUt^- said Drake's “Best I Ever 1 lad” is the sta- 
tion's most popular song, and she predicts “he wTll own summer 2009," 

It remains to be seen how the summer song of 2009 will be influ- 
enced by Michael Jackson mania, which in recent weeks has skewed 
the public's pop diet. The w-eek Jackson died, he sold 422,000 
albums— more than 40 times as much as the previous w-cck— taking 
the top nine spots on the Billl:M>ard pop catalog album charts. Online, 
he sold 2.3 million single track dow-nloads in a single week, compared 
with 2,8 million Jackson tracks sold in 41II of 2008, On the airwaves, 
radio stations played “Billie Jean” 4,500 times in the three days after 
his death, up from 94 times in the tluree days before his death. 

“The summer song is whatever you remember [summer] by, and in 
that regard it certainly could be ^BOlic Jean' for some people,” Ross 
sad.
